It wili be the duty of the commit- 
tee which is to be picked by the 
chamber of commerce—which hag de- 
clared itself to be behind the bath 
house—to arrange with the city coun- 
cil for a’daté for the, bond election, 
it was stated.’ 

According to those present, plans 
for the new bath house, which back- 
ers claim would be self-supporting, 
will cost the city initially $85,000. 
There was a great deal of discussion 
pro and con on the cost of the 
structure, some ‘stating that this sum 
was nothing except a word of credit 
from the city. to back the project, 
which ‘its boosters: declared, would 
soon pay its own cost.

“Heke Stinnes, 
Wealthy German 
: Passes Away 


BERLIN, April 10.—Hugo: Stinnes, 
“the richest man in Germany,” died 
tonight. Double pneumonia and oth- 
er complications set in after the 
financier had been greatly weakened 
by a series of operations for gall- 
stones. Stinnes death is certain to 


have a tremendous effect upon the], 


German bourse, which has been pan- 
icky all day anticipating his death. 

Hugo Stinnes, “the man who buys 
everything,” was born on February 
12, 1870, in the Ruhr. 

He was the coolest, most deliber- 
ately calculating man in Germany— 
the man whd reckoned everything in 
gold, in service, in production, in 
power and in political accom)plish- 
nent. 

Stinnes’ father was a _ merchant. 
The youngster was sent through the 
gymnasium and finished school with- 
out a hitch. After hig graduation 
in 1888 he was sent to learn the 
merchandising trade in Coblenz. He 
had worked there only a short time 
when he became dissatisfied. 

For a few months he worked as 
a practical miner. In 1889 he attend- 
ed the mining academy in Berlin. In 
1890 he joined the firm of his grand- 
father, Mathias Stinnes, in which, his 
mother had retained one-fifth inter- 
est. He remained there hardly two 
years, when he, at the age of 23, 
founded his own firm with a capital 
of 50,000 gold marks. 

Hig rise was phenomenal. Branch- 
ing in from his original business, he 
soon acquired more coal, coal dis- 
tribution companies, newspapers, 
brick factories, iron and steel con- 
cerns and bought ships for inland 
and oceanic traffic, His holdings 
branched to foreign investments.  Be- 
fore the war his wealth had already 
reached 40,000,000. gold marks. His 
power was beyond measure. Cabinet 
amembers called him into their cortifi- 
dence. He continued to increase (is 
power, buying everything -which ap- 
peared to assure him a profitable in- 
come.
